The 'mott rapid darolopmvit haa 
been recorded in junior agrwultnnl 
club work, a 400 per cent .increaae 
having been made In this fdrm of work 
during the year. This was by far the 
greatest growlli hkhIc 1)\ any of the 
Southern BlatcH, T)t:;iii rooppr sntd. 

In addition, llic state w.is the only 
one of the Southern groui) to maintain 
the statuB of her oounly iment work, 
an Increase of more than one-third In 
the number of agents employed having 
been made. A elight increaae alao waa 
made in the number of home demon- 
atratlon agent* ° employed to carry on 
eztanaion work with /arm women of 
theiute. Moat of the itstea have loat 
ground in thia form of work, according 
to Information received by the dean. 

"By reason of the condition of farm 
business In general and the well-plan- 
ned program which Kentucky's coun- 
ty agents are mapping out for Ihelr re- 
spective districts, those agents are 
more valuable than ever before to 
farmers of the state," Dean Cooper 
aaid. • ' "Praotlcally any farmer can 
make money in prosperous times, 
whereaa a ayetematlc program Is 
neoeaaary in timet luoh aa Kentucky 
farmera are now experiencing. It la 
the oontlnuoua dobig of the^Uttle 
thing! that will build up the agricul- 
tural status of the atate." 

Kentucky farmers also are uaing the 
representatives sent out from the ex- 
periment station to good advantage, 
according to the statement the demand 
for these workers being so great that 
all requests cannot be filled. Because 
of the growth of this phase of the work 
and the steady demand for specialists 
In different lines of farm work, It is 
nacaaaary to route them through a 
aaparkte oDoe In order to fill the most 
urgent demanda, the dean aald.

A Bult to recover 98,466.19 on a con- 
tract for the Bale of land waa filed 
Wednesday In the United SUtes Dis- 
trict Court, Covington, by Marion Dun- 
lay of Washington C. H., 0., against 
William R. and Luoy Brlerly of Sardit, 
Ky. 

The petition states that Mr. and 
Mrs. Urierly entered into a contract on 
October 24, 1919, with Dunlay for the 
purchase of a ceortain tract of land 
owned by the. latter in Adama county, 
Ohio, for 116,920. Several montha later 
Dunlay weoutad the deeda for the 
land, which the dafendanta rtfuied to 
accept, he aaya. They were alao to 
pay him $680.76 for the oropa on the 
lands. 

Dunlap entered a mandamus suit in 
the Common Pleas Court, Adams cn\in- 
ty, to compel the defeiulams to I'lilfill 
their contract and obtained a Judg- 
ment. The defendants appealed the 
case to the Circuit Court of Appeals in 
the Fourth Judicial District, which 
court suatalned the decision of the 
lower court ,. 

The Sheriit aold the landa for t9,8R0 
and liaued an execution on the defend- 
anta for the dUferenoe between the 
Bale and contract price. The eaeoutlon 
was returned marked "No property 
found." The plaintiff asks the Federal 
court to cite the defenadnts for a hear- 
ing. Judgment for $8,4Gfi.l9 and a lien 
on 191 acres of land owned by the de- 
fendants at Sardls, Ky.

RYE 80W> ON IIAIIE FIELDS 

flOClI) MAKE IfOBE I'ASTI UE. 
Despite the fact that the normal 
area of pasture In Kentucky Is nearly 
5,000,000 acres much livestock Is com- 
pelled to exist on scant rations be- 
cause of poor pasture soils and perl- 
odioal dry spells, aooordtav to soils 
specialists. This condition could be 
omedied for a period ot several weeks 
during the fall and early spring and 
the pasture acreage Increased by at 
least ,'!.0on,00n acres by seeding rye In 
the corn and tobacco fields of the state, 
accordlnR to It. E. Stephenson, soils 
field agent of the rolleep ot AcHcul- 
ture. 

Many farmers in the state are fast 
realizing the Importance of this crop 
as a late tall and early spring pasture, 
reports from one county indicating 
that rye aereage there will be doubled 
this tan. Pastnring in whiter may be 
done provided the ground is not too 
satt, Mr. Stephenson said. A Todd 
county farmer has reported that the 
increased milk production which he 
obtained by placing his cows on rye 
pasture was highly profitable. Aside 
from Its value for pasturing a rye 
cover crop on corn and tobacco fields 
affords the soli protection from erosion 
and the leaching away ot fertility dur- 
ing the wtatar. 

SHORT C0IJB8E DETAII8 

OITXir TS NEW BULLETIN. 

Oetails of the short course in prac- 
tical agriculture to be offered by the 
College ot Agriculture at Lcxongton 
during the coming winter are contain- 
ed in a new bulletin which has just 
come off the press and which is being 
distributed free to Interested persons. 
The course will start October 31 and 
end February 26, 1922, with Christmas 
holidays irom December 19 to January 
2. Tbe course will be divided mto two 
terms, the flrat consisting of seven 
weeks before the holidays and the sec- 
ond of eight weeks following the holi- 
days, according to the publication. 
Students may take one or both of the 
courses which will include Instruction 
In practically all phases of farm sub- 
jects from farm crops to animal dis- 
eases. No entrance examinations are 
required for enrollment In the courses, 
thenew publication Is Illustrated to 
show different phases of the work giv- 
en the abort course students and may 
be obtained free, by writing the Ex- 
periment station, Lexington.

shot three times in the stoniaeh. death 
coMiiiiK almost Instantly. 

According to the report of the shoot- 
ing from Peebles the officers have been 
vatching Cordrey and his friend 
Hughes for aome time. Tueaday 
morning when the young men came to 
town the offioera kept close watch on 
them and about 10 o'clock Deputy 
i Marshal Smlttle came across Cordrey 
cn Main street, In front of Hunter's 
pharmary. HuRhes, who chanced to 
he neaiby objected to the oflieer ar- 
rcHlhi;; ('(jnlrey and started trouble, it 
Is chiiiiied. .Marshal Hook came upon 
the scene abont this time and rushed 
to the assistance of Sniltdc Sniitllc 
had a gun on him and handed it to 
llcok who was having his hands full 
with Hughes. The men were within a 
few feet of each other when Marshal 
Hook fired, the three bullets taking 
nffp-t in Hnghea' stomach. 

The body of Hughes was removed to 
' I'eehles undertaking establishment 
while ('(irdrcy was taken to the vll- 
Im'.i' tall where he Is held on a charpe 
(if iMKiil.'Kuinp. It is claimed that a 
small lioltle (if moonshine was found 
CM him at the jail. Cordrey is a sliiBlc 
man and Is a farm hand from nrar 
l.awshe. 

AccordliiK to Marshal (look he only 
fired when he thought Hughes was 
going to do him harm, and he was not 
sure the man did not carry a gun. 
Hughex had struck Bmittle Jieforc 
Hoof reached his side It Is alleged. 

Hughes was formerly a resident of 
Peebles nnd only moved away about 
«lx weeks ago. He moved from thai 
vllla»!e to Harden, where he leaves a 
wife and cue child. He was a laborer.
